ON STRIKE; VOTE 
IS UNANIMOUS 


Union Asks for Wage 
Increase and Week’s 
Vacation with Pay 


Three hundred and fifty 
teamsters were on strike this 
week against the Draymen’s 


Association of Alameda coun- 
ty. 

Strike action was carried out 
after 1,400 members of Teamsters’ 
Union, Local No. 70, heard the re- 
port of the negotiating committee 
and listened to the requests of City 
Manager Hassler, the teamsters’ 
council and international union of- 
ficials for further negotiations. 

The vote to strike, according to 
Charles W. Real, union secretary, 
was unanimous. 

No picket lines were established 
and the union gave assurance that 
there would be no interference of 
drugs and foodstuffs. 

Approximately 1,000 union driv- 
ers were affected by the strike but 
due to the signup of a large num- 
ber of independents this amount 
was reduced to 350. 

The union stressed the fact that 
its members “will work for any one 
who will sign the agreement we 
have offered.” 

“We are not striking indis- 
criminately,” Real said, “but we 
have put a definite price on 
our labor, and if the employer 
wishes to pay that price, well 
and good, we will work for 
him.” 

The union seeks wage increases 
of $1 daily, a week’s vacation with 
pay, and a five-day week—Monday 
to Friday—work week.

WIN STRIKE IN S. F.; 
PAID VACATIONS 
GRANTED IN SIGNUP 


Negotiation of a contract cover- 
ing 650 San Francisco workers and 
bringing automatic extension of a 
vacation clause to 450 Oakland 
workers, Wednesday ended a week- 
long strike of the A. F. of L. clean- 
ing and dye house workers’ union 
against two San Francisco firms. 

The new pact provides time and 
a half for overtime, double pay for 
holidays and pay increases ranging 
from 2% per cent in general classi- 
fications to 10 per cent for men’s 
pressers and $10 weekly for carbon 
tetrachloride workers, according to 
William M. Matthews, business rep- 
resentative of the S. F. union. 


Granting of one week’s vacation 
to the San Francisco union mem- 
bers automatically makes a similar 
clause operative in the Oakland 
contract, Matthews said.

CIO painters were found paint- 
ing two buildings in the college 
city. On investigation by represen- 
tatives of the painters’ union, the 
CIO men were found working for 
less than the prevailing scale and 
longer hours. 

The labor representatives stated 
also that these men have had no 
experience at painting but had 
fooled the manager of both build- 
ings into believing that they were

The above is just an example of 
how the CIO is being used by the 
employers to undermine the wage 
scales of A. F. of L. unions.

Highly skilled mechanics 
have refused to join the CIO and 
because of this they have failed to 
impress the public with their “raid- 
ing” tactics.

“Under the school code, school 
buildings may in the discretion of 
the school board, except herein- 
after stated, be used as civic cen- 
ters by citizens, clubs and associa- 
tions formed for recreational, edu- 
cational, political, economic, artis- 
tic and/or moral activities, fér 
meetings to discuss subjects and 
questions which appertain to the 
educational, political, economic, ar- 
tistic and /or moral interests of the 
citizens of the community. Such 
meetings must be open to all citi- 
zens of the district on equal terms 
and without charge. 


Board Has All Power 

“The school code vests your 
school board with the manage 
ment, direction and control of the 
school buildings of your district 
when used as civic centers, and in 
addition, authorizes your board to 
make all needful rules and regula- 
tions for conducting civic meetings 
in the school buildings of your 
school district. 

“The school code specifically 
provides that such use of school 
buildings by any individual, or 
group of individuals, or organi- 
zation which has as its object 
or one of its objects, or is affil- 
iated with any group, society or 
organization which has as its 
object or one of its objects, the 
overthrow or the advocacy of 
the overthrow of the present 
form of government of the 
United States or of the state of 
California by force or violence 
or any other unlawful means, 
SHALL NOT BE GRANTED, 
PERMITTED OR SUFFERED. 

“We again advise you that in 
our opinion the factual matters 
which have been submitted to 
you concerning the objects and 
affiliations of the group in 
question are amply sufficient 
under the law to support, that 
is, to sustain a determination 
by your board denying the use 
by it of the school buildings 
under your control.”

UNCLE SAM RELAXES 
EMPLOYE AGE LIMITS 


Government age limits on the 
hiring of skilled workers are being 
lifted to speed the national defense 
program, union officials were in- 
formed this week. 

Rules under which 48 years had 
been set as the maximum age for 
new employes in the navy yards 
are to be relaxed by the civil serv- 
ice commission, and at the same 
time yard commandants are to be 
given authority to rehire retired 
mechanics now out on pensions. 

Other changes being put into ef- 
fect include extension of the work- 
week to 48 hours in many of the 
yards, but with time and one-half 
rates above 40 hours. Employes 
will also be allowed to work during 
their annual leaves, if the emer- 
gency requires, and draw their va- 
cation pay plus regular wages.

A statewide warning against vio- 
lations of the provisions of Califor- 
nia’s day of rest law was issued 
today by H. C. Carrasco, state la- 
bor commissioner.

Drivers Remain on Strike 
As All Products of

The Kraft Phenix Cheese 
company of Oakland was offi- 
cially placed on organized la- 
bor’s “We Don't Patronize” 


list this week while 22 mem- 
bers of the milk wagon drivers’ 
union still remained on strike. The 
strike at the local plant was called 
over two weeks ago when represen- 
tatives of the company refused to 
negotiate a contract with the em- 
ployes. 

All local unions were notified this 
week of the non-union attitude of 
the Kraft Phenix company; union 
members were asked not to handle 
the products in any manner what- 
soever, labor leaders stated. 


Chain stores and independent 
stores here were contacted and 
asked to co-operate; most of 
them agreed not to handle the 
products of the Kraft Phenix 
company until a settlement is 
reached with the union. 

Some stores, immediately after 
the strike was called, withdrew the 


reaching decision in the Apex hos- 


iery case. 

The court, by a 6 to 3 majority, 
held that labor organizations are 
subject to such prosecution only 


when they are used by combina- | 


tions in an industry for the pur- 
pose of suppressing competition or 
fixing prices. 

While the decision was subjected 
to varied interpretations in differ- 
ent quarters, it was clear that most 
of the indictments obtained by 
Assistant Attorney General Thur- 
man Arnold against American Fed- 
eration of Labor unions will not 
stand up in the light of the highest 
court’s ruling. The decision said: 

“While we must regard the ques- 
tion whether labor unions are to 
some extent and in some circum- 
stances subject to the act as settled 
in the affirmative, it is equally 
plain that this court has never 
thought the act to apply to all labor 
union activities affecting interstate 
commerce. The prohibitions of the 
Sherman act were not stated in 
terms of precision or of crystal 
clarity and the act itself did not 
define them. 

Never Applied to Unions 

“A significant circumstance 
that this court has never 
the Sherman act in any 
whether or not involving labor or-

ganizations or activities, unless the | 


court was of opinion that there was 
some form of restraint upon com- 
mercial competition in the market- 
ing of goods or services; and final- 
ly this court has refused to apply 
the Sherman act in cases like the 
present, in which local strikes con- 
ducted by illegal means in a pro- 
duction industry prevented inter- 
state shipment of = substantial 
amounts of the product, but in 
which it was not shown that the 
restrictions on shipments had oper

“The question remains whether 
the effect of the combination 
conspiracy among respondents was 
a restraint of trade within ths 
meaning of the Sherman act. Thi 
is not a case of a labor organiza 
tion being used by combinations of 
those engaged in an industry 
means or instrument for suppress 
ing competition or fixing prices.” 
In its decision, the supreme 
court refused to hold the union in

Five A. F. L. Unions

A hard-fought five-week strike 
by five A. F. of L. unions at the 
Western-Austin company in Au- 


rora, Ill., ended in a decisive vic- 
tory.

President Green Demands 
United States Outlaw Nazi- 
Communist “Fifth Columns” 


Facing the Facts 


This week we are celebrating an anniversary—our first. This column 
was started just a year ago. For fifty-two consecutive weeks it has been 
published in the American Federation of Labor weekly news service and 
in a large number of labor papers throughout the country. 

During this period, we have derived a great deal of encouragement 
from the friendly response which the expression of our personal opinions 
on events in the labor movement evoked. There have also been a few 
squawks. 

On of these—and a very constructive one—came from a labor paper 
editor. He said we were not paying enough attention to the “construc- 
tive” side of labor questions, that we were devoting too much space to 
the controversy with the CIO. 

We wish to say in self-defense that it has been our constructive pur- 
pose and intent throughout to promote labor peace and unity by pre- 
senting the facts and the truth. 

It was the very fact that the truth could not always be found in the 
daily newspaper stories about A. F. of L.-CIO differences that prompted 
us to inaugurate this column in the first place. 

We have tried to hammer home the truth that the CIO was responsible 
originally for the split in the labor movement and that its leader, John 
L. Lewis, is responsible for the failure to reach a settlement. 

This fact has now been publicly confirmed by Mr. Lewis’ right-hand 
roan, Sidney Hillman, vice president of the CIO and head of the amal- 
gamated clothing workers. 

THE TRIUMPH OF TRUTH 

When Mr. Hillman declared that Mr. Lewis made a “mistake” in 
breaking off peace conferences with the A. F. of L. a year ago and in 
refusing to meet with the A. F. of L. committee since then, he said a 
mouthful. 

We doubt that Mr. Hillman was overjoyed to make this admission. It 
was dragged out of him by the pressure of opinion among the members 
of his union who staged a twenty-minute demonstration for peace and 
unity at the A. C. W. convention. 

Mr. Hillman didn’t like to say it publicly because the truth hurts. But 
the members of his union know it to be the truth and the members of 
other CIO unions are beginning to understand the truth.

This growth of understanding of the facts among the CIO members 
and among the public generally is an achievement for the information 
service of the American Federation of Labor and for the loyal A. F. of L. 
papers which have printed the truth consistently. It is an achievement 
attained against terrific odds. For two years after the CIO was born it 
flooded the nation with propaganda, which was echoed throughout the 
daily press, blaming the A. F. of L. for the labor split. It was a long, 
bitter and uphill fight to counteract this propaganda and expose Mr. 
Lewis’ falsehoods to the light of reason, but the job has been done thor- 
oughly and successfully and this column is proud of its contribution to 
the triumph of truth. 

PEACE PROSPECTS BRIGHTEN 

As long as Mr. Lewis was able to get away with his phony philosophy 
of disunion, there was no possibility of restoring peace and unity in the 
American labor movement. 

Now that his power policies have been challenged by his own people 
and his own official family, Mr. Lewis will either have to give up or get 
out. He cannot maintain his die-hard attitude of refusing to consider 
peace much longer in the face of a sweeping internal revolt against such 
policies within the CIO itself. 

Other factors are contributing to force Mr. Lewis’ hand, especially the 
national defense program and the attempts of selfish business interests 


to capitalize on the present emergency with a campaign to break down 
labor standards. 

If ever the nation and organized labor and the cause of liberalism 
needed a united labor movement it is now. 

The American Federation of Labor stands ready to meet with repre- 
sentatives of the CIO any time and any place to work out a settlement. 

Will Mr. Lewis finally agree? 

Only time will tell, but his recent policies and statements do not offer 
much encouragement. There is every indication that Mr. Lewis has 
thrown in his lot with the communist element in the CIO for keeps. The 
communists do not want a united labor movement. They know there is 
no place for them in the American Federation of Labor. They are 
anxious to keep the labor movement divided, to weaken it and to pre- 
vent this country from presenting the strongest possible front against 
the enemies of democracy.

New England Labor 
Conference Cheers His 
Attack on Red- 
Controlled CIO Unions 


Federal action to outlaw nazi and 
communist “Fifth Column” activi- 
ties in this country was demanded 
by President William Green in an 


address before the New England 
labor conference. 


More than a thousand delegates 
from labor organizations in Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, gathered in historic Foot- 
guard armory, shouted enthusiastic 
approval when Mr. Green flatly de- 
clared the American Federation of 
Labor has “no room for commu- 
nists or nazis.” 


On the other hand, Mr. Green 
charged that the CIO has “ad- 
mitted, welcomed and encouraged 
communists,” and that its leader 
has “never lifted his voice against 
either of those infamous enemies 
of humanity, Hitler or Stalin.” 
Communist control of CIO unions 
in industries vital to national de- 
fense constitutes a serious menace, 
Mr. Green warned. 


“Declaring the European war over- 
shadows all plans for the future, 
the A. F. of L. chieftain came out 
strongly for a peace policy by the 
United States coupled with a broad 
program of national defense. He 
added: 


“In support of this defense pro- 
gram, the American Federation of 
Labor and its five million loyal 
working men and women pledge 
the government of the United 
States their full co-operation. This 
pledge was solemnly made a week 
ago by the executive council. I re- 
peat it just as solemnly now. And 
I know that it is echoed in all your 
hearts and in the hearts of Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor members 
throughout the nation.” 


However, Mr. Green warned 
against selfish business interests 
who may try to take advantage of 
the national emergency to force re- 
laxation of wage and hour stand- 
ards. No such action is justified in 
any way, especially with millions 
of unemployed in the country, Mr. 
Green said. 


Referring to “Fifth Column” ac- 
tivities, he added: 


“The American Federation of 
Labor has refused at all times 
to compromise or traffic with 
the enemies of democracy. 
There is no room in the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for 
communists or nazis. We never 
have wanted any part of them. 
We don’t want any part of 
them now and we never will. 
Their policies and their teach- 
ings are hateful to us. We have 
fought them at every turn and 
we have defeated every effort 
they have made to bore from 
within the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


“Unfortunately, the rebel move- 
ment which broke away from the 
American Federation of Labor in 
1935 has followed a_ different 
course. The CIO has admitted and 
welcomed and encouraged commu- 
nists. Public investigations have es- 
tablished beyond all doubt the fact 
that communists control many of 
its unions. Some of these unions 
operate in fields vital to our na- 
tional defense. Let us not underes- 
timate the dangers of this situa- 
tion. 

“In the opinion of many people, 
the CIO sit-down strikes in 1937, 
accompanied by the illegal occupa- 
tion of private property, the seizure 
of entire cities and mutiny on the

We urge 
that no recognition be given any 
individual or organization not hav- 
ing the endorsement of a central 
labor union.”

Machinists’ Pacts 
Pay Big Dividends 


Wage Increases, Paid 
Vacations and Other Gains 
Feature Week’s Agreements 


Thousands of members of the in- 
ternational association of machin- 
ists drew fatter pay envelopes this 
week as a result of contracts nego- 
tiated by local lodges with nearly 
60 employers. Many of the pacts 
also reduced hours and added paid 
vacations for the first time. 

A 36-hour week was won at the 
Pure Oil company in Nederland, 
Texas. This agreement also estab- 
lished vacations with pay running 
up to four weeks. 

Wages were hiked 25 cents an 
hour for mechanics in a contract 
signed with 17 auto repair shops in 
Reno, Nev., while another with 21 
firms in the St. Louis Automotive 
association also boosted pay scales. 

In Vancouver, Wash., every ma- 
chine shop and automobile firm 
was brought under the union ban- 
ner, and the big Mellon-owned Am.~ 
erican Aluminum company smelter 
was also signed up, with a $1.50 an 
hour rate for machinists. 

Another west coast agreement, 
with the Columbia River Packers’ 
association, set up $1,000 pay for T. 
A. M. members during the three- 
month canning season.

America, joined Local Union No. 
175 of Buffalo, New York, in 1900. 
In 1905 he was elected international 
vice president and in 1911 he be- 
came general president of his in- 
ternational, which position he now 
holds.

President Roosevelt appointed 
him as labor adviser of the hotel 
and restaurant codes of the na- 
tional industrial recovery adminis- 
tration.

He 
was also designated as a delegate 
to the Geneva conference at Gen- 
eva, Switzerland, in 1936. 

Mr. Flore is one of the most ac- 
tive leaders in the American labor 
movement. His union has grown in 
membership to 210,000 and is the 
third largest affiliated organization 
in the American Federation of La-

(The following editorial is reprinted from the N. Y. Herald Tribune) 


Sidney Hillman, president of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, is probably the most substantial figure at the executive helm 
of the congress of industrial organizations. So when he says that John L. 
Lewis made a “mistake” in refusing to continue the peace negotiations 
between the CIO and the American Federation of Labor it is a little like 
the blunt remark of Premier Reynaud to the French senate that the 
high command had been guilty of “unbelievable faults” in permitting the 
German passage of the Meuse. The delegates to the convention of his 
union, whom Mr. Hillman addressed, showed their agreement with him 
by trooping through the aisles of their meeting hall for twenty minutes 
shouting, “We want peace” and “We want unity.” Later they unani- 
mously adopted a resolutiofi calling for a resumption of the peace nego- 
tiations. Are we wrong in thinking that Lewis, in this speech and its 
following demonstration, suffered a severe jolt? 

It would be far too soon to say that labor was through with Lewis. 
But here we have dramatic evidence of its weariness with thé schism he 
created and has kept alive to further his personal ambitions. It was 
about a year ago that David Dubinsky, head of the international ladies’ 
garment workers’ union and, like Hillman, a tower of strength to Lewis, 
led his organization out of the CIO. It was Dubinsky’s contention that 
a united labor movement was more important than industrial unionism. 
Hillman has specifically declined to follow Dubinsky’s example. but. who 
will say the threat is not there? And the CIO simply cannot afford an- 
other such defection. In other words, it begins to look as if Lewis would 
have to make peace or (perhaps the connective should be “and’”) lose his 
empire. 


Hughes’ Plea for Poor Man’s Canist 


Speaking to a group of federal judges in Washington a few 
days ago, Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes—possessed of a 
clear mind and a remarkably strong body, despite his 78 years— 
recalled that he had once said to a police magistrate: ‘“Your 
court is more important than mine.” 

To clarify that statement, the chief justice pointed out that for 
every individual who succeeds in getting his cause before the 
supreme court, thousands are compelled to seek justice in the 
lower courts.
